Attempts Halted. 


It was learned last night 
that attempts were made to 
fire the Vanguard with a satel- 
lite in its nose several times 
last week, but that weather and 
resulting mechanical troubles 
caused suspension of the Van- 
guard attempt. 

It became apparent today 
that the three-stage Jupiter C, 
a thick, white rocket which has 
been standing ready in its serv- 
ice tower fo rtwo weeks, would 
be sent up first with a cylin- 
drical satellite in its nose.

The Man With the Beard 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In this era of regimentation of 
everything from ideas to mailboxes, 
it is well to recall the story of Jo 
seph Palmer. Joseph was the vic- 
tim of one of the strangest perse- 
cutions in history, because he re- 
fused, figuratively speaking, to 
wear a gray flannel suit. 

Literally, all he wanted to do was 
wear a beard. That was in 1830, 
which was a beardless era in this 
country. The men of Fitchburg, 
Mass., where Palmer moved in 
1830, weren't wearing beards. Con- 
sequently they looked with sus- 
picion, then hatred, on one who 
did. 

The persecutions started in a 
amall way. Everywhere he went, 
small boys threw stones and 
shouted, “Old Palmer” at him. 
They made life miserable for his 
own small boy, Tom. Women 
sniffed and crossed the street when 
they saw him coming. 

Grown men began to jeer at him, 
and the windows of his home were 
broken.

One Sunday at church his 
preacher humiliated him by point- 
edly passing him by with the com- 
munion bread and wine. Then a 
few days later he was seized by 
four men, equipped with shears, 
soap and razor. They told him the 
town had decided the beard was 
coming off, and set upon him. 

A terrific battle ensued. Palmer 
managed to get a jackknife out of 
his pocket and laid about him wild- 
ly. Two of the assailants were cut 
on the leg, so Palmer was promptly 
charged with “unprovoked assault.” 

He refused to pay what he felt 
was an unjustified fine and was 
put in the county jail, where he 
stayed for a year, part of the time 
in solitary confinement. 


Even here he had to fight, lit- 
erally, for his rights, because the 
jailer decided to take it upon him- 
self to remove the beard and came 
with several hearties to do the job. 
Palmer fought them off. He also 
defended himself against the other 
prisoners because even they re- 
Sented a-beard when they wore 
none, and tried to remove it. 

* . + 

Palmer might have languished 
.,and died in jail had he not been 
able to smuggle letters to his son, 
‘“*who took them to a newspaper. 
“The story was picked up by other 
newspapers. People reading of the 
case began “asking themselves if 
there was anything in the Consti- 
tution, or anywhere else, that said 

@ man couldn't wear whiskers. 


In time the sheriff came to real- 
ize that the thing was about to 
boomerang. He asked Palmer to 
‘Jeave. Palmer said No. He told 
ithe officers they had put him 
there, and they could take him out. 
He sat there until the sheriff and 
‘his jailers picked him up and 
carried him to the street. 

Before Joseph Palmer died, a 
lot of men were wearing beards 
. again and he had no further trou- 
»ble. I like to believe that the 
example of men like Palmer will 
put heart into faltering men and 
give us all the courage to paint 
our mailboxes any color we please.

Close All the Loopholes

souri state income tax delin- 
quencies brought to light. 

The sad part of this deal is that 
the 25,000 names were discovered 
by checking the form gent in to 
the State Revenue Department by 
employers in the larger cities. It 
showed the amount earned by those 
on their payrolls—in other words, 
the salaried people or the “little 
guy.” Of course this is OK be- 
cause everyone should pay this tax. 

But it is still unfair’ because 
self-employed persons such as bar- 
bers, beauty shop operators, dem 
tists, doctors, farmers, filling sta- 
tion operators, garage owners, Sa- 
loon keepers, and many more in 
other categories can get by with- 
out filing tax returns to the state. 

I believe a system that would be 
almost 100 per cent effective in 
enabling the state to collect the 
income tax would employ these 
principles: 

1. Require a withholding from 
Salary. 

2. Require any person or com- 
pany applying for a driver's license, 
merchant's license, doctor's license, 
dentist's license, liquor license, 
beauty shop license, and state and 
city auto licenses to show proof 
that he has paid his state income 
tax or proof that his earnings were 
small enough to exempt him from 
this tax.

India on Its Birthday 


Eight years ago Sunday India—a nation with 
more people than the United States and Soviet 
Russia together—became a sovereign republic 
with the adoption of a Constitution guaranteeing 
freedom of thought, expression, belief, faith and 
worship without regard to caste, creed or color. 
The birthday Jan, 26 may remind America that 
India is urgently asking for financial assistance 
in the execution of its Second Five-Year Plan. 

What has happened in India in the eight years 
(its independence actually occurred in 1947, the 
year in which Gandhi was assassinated) is one 
of the most amazing stories of social progress 
and advance in the history of the world. Here 
are a few examples: 

‘The average life of an Indian formerly was 
27 years. Today it is 33 years. That is an in- 
crease of 20 per cent in a very short time. The 
Second Five-Year Plan contemplates 300 urban 
and 1800 rural family clinics which would pro- 
vide at least one clinic for every district. 

* 7 * 

Education has risen markedly. Under the 
First Five-Year Plan literacy increased from 15 
to 20 per cent, and while the literate total is 
still low the increase is one third. The number 
of primary and secondary schools has doubled 
and the institutions of higher education 
have increased almost as much. The Second 
Five-Year Plan will accelerate this development. 


Industrial and agricultural production are 
sharply up. More grain is grown, more steel 
is produced, more power is generated, more 
minerals are mined, more manufactured goods 
are produced. The Second Five-Year Plan sig- 
nificantly calls for the construction of three 
major stee] plants—one with German assistance, 
one with British assistance and one with Rus- 
sian help. The prospective annual total produc- 
tion of steel of these three projected plants is 
more than 2,000,000 tons a year. 

Why does India need help from the United 
States? Because it needs more food than it can 
produce at this time to relieve the hunger and 
distress among many of its people. Also be- 
cause it needs foreign exchange with which to 
buy machinery and other industrial equipment 
that will enable it to use its vast resources in 
raw materials and labor in world trade. 

- . . 

If men have any capacity at all for working 
out the problem of economic distribution, it 
would appear that they ought to be able to em- 
ploy our agricultural surpluses to alleviate In- 
dia’s food shortages. Certainly it would be bet- 
ter for us to ship some of the grains that are 
piled up in storage in the United States than to 
allow India’s needs to be met, even in substan- 
tial part, from behind the Iron Curtain. 

Many thoughtful Americans see in India the 
key to the future of the world. Whether or not 
India is destined to play that role, it deserves 
American help. It is a fledgling democracy to 
be sure, but it is a democracy. And it will grow 
more democratic unless it is overtaken by eco- 
nomic collapse. 

In this election year, we are beginning to 
hear the old campaign theme about the loss of 
China to the Communists. It would make far 
more sense instead to talk in Washington about 
how to shore up India for democracy. 
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A Challenge Well Taken 


The overriding public interest is well served 
by the County Housing Authority's prompt and 
forceful reaction to the threat posed by the 
initiative petitions of the South County group 
that is out to destroy the agency. 

The Authority is a creature of the Missouri 
Legislature. And while the legislative act that 
created it might very well be challenged in a 
statewide referendum, there Is serious question 
whether the people of St. Louis county alone 
have power to dissolve it. The agency has 
gone to court to resolve this question. 

As was pointed out by Authority Chairman 
Barnes, if the county is to have an election on 
this matter the people ought to know in ad- 
vance whether the proposition they are being 
called to vote upon would be legal, even if they 
adopted it. 

Regardless of individual views on public hous- 
ing generally, it is clearly in the public interest 
for the validity of the South County group’s 
petitions to be determined as quickly as possible. 
If they are invalid, the Housing Authority ought 
to be permitted to proceed with its 350-unit low- 
rent project at Jefferson Barracks—and the 
people of the county ought to be relieved of 
the cost of an election that would be meaningless. 
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Poor Times for Dictators 
President Batista’s decision to restore civil 
liberties will have to be tested by results, but 


is it possible the Cuban dictator has discovered 


that these are not healthy times for Latin Ameri- 
can dictatorships? 

In recent days furious Venezuelans have dis- 
posed of the seemingly well-entrenched Perez 
Jimenez Government, and incidentally have left 
Juan Peron of Argentina looking for a new 
haven. Last May, Colombians finally overthrew 
the Rojas Pinilla regime. Next May they will 
vote on an unusual political experiment which 
will divide governmental power between rival 
Liberals and Conservatives, who worked togeth- 
er to restore peace and civilian rule. 


Perhaps Fulgencio Batista has read the signs 
—or the newspapers. He had already promised 
elections in June. If he now carries out his 
promise to end his hard-handed censorship and 
restores free speech and fair trial, the elections 
may permit a peaceful end to authoritarianism. 
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Secret Recipe Reclassified 

Representative Carroll D. Kearns of Pennsyl- 
vania's famous potato-growing 24th district wants 
“my colleagues, and all the employes and visit- 
ors on Capitol Hill” to have the opportunity to 
partake of “the finest—and most wholesome— 
soup I have ever tasted.” So he is submitting a 
bill to have “this nutritional tasty” potato soup 
put on the House menu. 

Mr. Kearns explains in the Congressional 
Record that a friend of his discovered this “deli- 
ciously different and full-bodied” soup in the 
Shenango Inn at Sharon. It was made from a 
secret recipe that the cook “had brought over 
with her from the old country.” So Mr. Kearns 
tried it and evidently found it to be something 
that the gods on Mount Olympus probably would 
have put a notch ahead of their nectar if they 
had had a pot of it. Instead of stamping the 
recipe “top secret” or at least “restricted,” Mr. 
Kearns had it published in the Congressional 
Record. That means national publicity for the 
ambrosial potato soup. 

This may not be quite fair to the cook since a 
lot of people can now make it at home or 
possibly get it at the Capitol instead of going 
to the Shenango Inn. But it most certainly

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More Necessary Than Ever 

Missouri's Congressman Moulder, who repre- 
sents the Jefferson City-Columbia-Sedalia dis- 
trict, brought out in the open, through the news 
columns of the Sunday Post-Dispatch, what is 
going on inside the special House subcommittee 
which is supposed to be studying the independ- 
ent regulatory agencies. The Moulder revela- 
tions dealt in particular with the seeming cover- 
up with respect to alleged improprieties in the 
Federal Communications Cammission. 

Mr. MouMer, as chairman of the special sub 
committee of the House Commerce Committee, 
is in a position to know and he says that he has 
been subjected to “constant harassment” extend- 
ing back over several months. This harassment 
has been, so he says, an obstacle to his efforts 
to conduct a “clean, thorough” investigation of 
the FCC's activities. Five other regulatory 
agencies, which control matters of dollars-and- 
cents concern to the consuming public, are also 
to be investigated. 

In his interview, on the eve of public hear- 
ings in Washington, Mr. Moulder did not say 
which members of his subcommittee had been 
“handcuffing” him, but the Post-Dispatch ob- 
tained from secret votes inside the committee 
the lineup of those for and against immediate 
hearings of charges made against FCC mem- 
bers by the subcommittee staff.

(Mack, Ill, ninth member of the subcommittee, 
was not present when the vote on the staff re- 
port was taken, Jan. 13, but he is said to support 
Moulder and Moss.) 


The trouble appears to be that not only cer- 
tain members of the regulatory commissions, 
but some members of Congress, have mixed 
their private business interests into their re- 
sponsibilities as servants of the public. In this 
connection the spotlight is now playing on Con- 
gressman Harris of Arkansas, chairman of the 
parent House Commerce Committee, who has 
sold his interest in a television station at El 
Dorado, Ark. 

Chairman Harris denies any wrongdoing and 


_ says he sold his interest only because of “con- 


stant and continuous harassment in certain 
press circles, accompanied by accusations, im- 
plication, insinuation and innuendoes which 
have no basis of fact whatsoever.” 

So far the public has only the reports of the 
subcommittee staff's findings to go on, since the 
full committee, by a 6-to-5 division, continues 
to withhold the report. What is needed is a 
searching public investigation so the people may 
decide for themselves what improprieties, if 
any, have been committed and who committed 
them. 

There will be no more innuendoes or harass- 
ment if all the facts are brought out into the 
open. 


Big Dose of Decay 

Just when prospects of citywide improvement 
are better than they have been in years, St. 
Louis is threatened with a planting of seeds of 
the worst kind of neighborhood blight—the vir- 
tually unregulated rooming house. Unsightly, 
unsanitary and overcrowded, such establishments 
are the carriers of quick decay. 

Two bills are before the Aldermen which 
would seriously weaken the none too strict rules 
now in force. The latest was introduced by 
Aldermen Watson, Brady, Niemeyer, Leisure 
and Aboussie. The five men explained that they 
are not advocating its adoption. They intro- 
duced it, they said, to get relief from telephoned 
complaints against the present ordinance. 

Reference to just a few of its provisions is 
enough to indicate what its adoption would do 
to a residential neighborhood. It would require 
only one bath for 15 occupants, and a basement 
shower would meet this requirement. Basement 
occupancy would be sanctioned, and the defini- 
tion of a rooming house would be broadened. 

Even so, this bill is not as bad as the one 
introduced last October by Alderman Lawson. 
That one still is before the Board, and it is not 
inconceivable that an effort will be made to in- 
corporate some of its provisions in the later 
bill. The Lawson measure would remove many 
rooming houses from all regulation. 

Both bills were drawn up by the Rooming 
House Operators Association, and it seems cer- 
tain that this group will be heavily represented 
at the public hearing to be held at Kiel Audi- 
torium on Tuesday, Feb. 11, at 8 p.m. It is up 
to householders to make it clear to the Alder- 
men at that meeting—and on all other suitable 
occasions—that they are steadfastly opposed to 
forcing decay on their neighborhoods. 
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Canada Makes a Case 


A virtually unanswerable case against the 
United States’ 10 per cent cut in Canadian oil to 
the West Coast has been made by the Ottawa 
Government. It stands in striking contrast with 
the shaky rationale the Administration pleaded 
when this trade barrier was instituted generally 
last summer. 

A “voluntary” reduction of 10 per cent in oil 
imports was then declared necessary to the na- 
tional security. Excessive importation of oil 
would discourage domestic exploration for new 
sources and make the country too dependent on 
foreign supply—so the argument went. Recently 
the oil-cut edict was broadened to certain West- 
ern states, and it is this which the Diefenbaker 
Government is now protesting. 

Canada points out the conflict with agreement 
after agreement which the United States has 
entered into with its northern neighbor. The 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, for 
example, generally prohibits the use of import 
quotas and other restrictions. 

Canada also makes a persuasive argument 
that the flow of Canada's crude oil into State 
of Washington refineries not only does not im- 
peril United States security but is essential to 
it. These refineries were actually established 
with encouragement of American defense au- 
thorities, who saw here a source of West Coast 
oil that would not be dependent on vulnerable 
sea transport.

The address of Gov. Faubus, which 
had been heralded for many weeks as 
one in which he would reveal a new 
approach to the Little Rock school 
impasse, turned out to be a restrained 
and sometimes eloquent disquisition 
on the theory of states’ rights. 

It consisted, indeed, for the most 

art of long quotations from Thomas 
Sedterson dealing with the balance 
of powers in a democratic republic. 


At its conclusion Mr. Faubus of- 
fered as “a new and untried approach 
to the problem” 
of Central High 
School the hardly 
original suggestion 
that all controver- 
sial issues, includ- 
ing integration of - 
the schools, be left 
to a popular vote. 

The trouble is 
that Mr. Faubus’s 
suggestion would 
deny to the United 
States Supreme 
Court its historic 
role of defining 
and protecting the 
rights of minorities 
—even though such rights are not 
approved by a local majority. 

We can, as Mr. Faubus does, de- 
plore the manner in which the court 
has executed its role. We may, as 
Mr. Faubus did, challenge the court's 
current interpretation of the Four- 
teenth Amendment. 

We may even, as Mr. Faubus did by 
implication, advocate a severe reduc- 
tion in the constitutional powers of 
the court. 

But we cannot, until the court's de- 
cisions have been tempered or set 
aside by due process of law, simply 
defy the rulings of the federal ju- 
diciary and still maintain any sem- 
blance of law and order. 

This is the vital point that was not 
touched upon at all in the Governor's 
address. 

The fact of the matter is that the 
Little Rock School Board, whose mem- 
bers doubtless share Mr. Faubus's 
states’ rights philosophy, has now 
beeg before the courts in 13 separate 
actions relating to the admission of 
nine Negro children at Central High 
Schoo]. 

In every instance the court of last 
resort under our state-federal system 
has upheld the right of the Negro 
children to attend the school. . 

The School Board has no choice 
but to accept those orders or place 
itself in direct defiance of the courts. 

Neither, for that matter, does Gov. 


Gov. Faubus 


Faubus, although the traditional im- 
munities of his office may protect him 
against direct court action. 

It was the Governor, after all, who 
elected to resist the orders of the 
federal courts by armed force. 


He may contend that. he did so to 
preserve peace and order—although 
it remains a significant fact that he 
called out the Arkansas Guard, not 
upon the request of, but over the op- 
position of responsible local author- 
ities, an act which does major vio 
lence to the Jeffersonian doctrine he 
now claims as his own. 

But the salient point is that the 
armed troops Gov. Faubus placed 
around Central High School had or- 
ders to keep the Negro children out 
of the school and did so. At that 
point the Federal Government had 
either to declare its court orders un- 
enforceable, or enforce them with su- 
perior force—which it has done. 

These are the facts which will 
not down. 

The School Board has attempted to 
use every legal remedy available to 
it. Mr. Faubus has not himself, or 
through any of his agents, attempted 
to test in the courts any of the legal 
theories he espouses. 

And the real point is that no Gov- 
ernor, and no body of private citizens, 
can set themselves up as final inter- 
preters of the Constitution; they may, 
of course, express their views and ad- 
vocate changes in the laws and in the 
Constitution itself. But if they de- 
clare their right to obey ay those 
court orders which jibe wi their 
personal interpretations they have 
simply reduced the right of dissent to 
what Mr: Jefferson defined as the 
right of revolution.

May I say that there are those 
who have sought to leave the im- 
pression that I have cregted oppo- 
sition to integration.

An All-Seeing Eye 


AIR SPY, by Constance Babington- 
Smith. (Harper, 266 pgs., $4.) . 


In wartime, gathering information 
about what is going on behind the 
eriemy’s lines is usually thought to 
be the job of a fearless agent, wear- 
ing a slouch hat, belted trench-coat 
and crepesoled shoes, with a code 
designation instead of a name. The 
unromantic fact of the matter is, 
however, that in World War II, 50 to 
90 per cent of our knowledge of the 
enemy was gleaned from the careful 
study of aerial photographs. 


Perhaps no one is better qualified 
to tell the story of photo intelligence 
in World War II than Miss Constance 
Babington-Smith, who served as a 
WAAF officer with the Royal Air 
Force at the Central Photo Interpre- 
tation Unit at Medmenham, England. 
It was at the secret Medmenham cen- 
ter that she founded a section de-

craft, and served 
as its chief until 
1945 when she was 
transferred to 
Washington to 
work on photos 
which were coming 
back from the Pa- 
cific theater of op- 
erations.

The pioneering work in modern 
photo intelligence was done by an 
astute Englishman, Federick Winter- 
botham, and a fabulous Australian, 
Sidney Cotton, at first on their own 
initiative and later under Royal Air 
Force auspices at the beginning of 
the war. The early British experi- 
ences, and their development of in- 
credibly effective techniques under 
wartime pressure, led to the present- 
day aerial surveillance idea that is 
central to President Eisenhower's 
open skies disarmament plan. 


Much of the story of photographic 
Intelligence, what it means, how it 
works, and its successes during World 
War II, had remained classified as 
security information until the publi- 
cation of “Air Spy.” After reading 
this book, one can have few doubts 
of the ability of a camera high in the 
sky, nestled in the belly of a sleek 
jet aircraft (or, for that matter, with 
a longer focal length lens, in a sate!- 
lite orbiting in space) té record in 
minute detail what is happening on 
the ground below.

‘No’ Note 


NEW YORK. Jan. 27 (AP)—_ 


The San Francisco Giants and 
Detroit Tigers marked time for 


waiver clearance today on a 
deal that would send First 
Baseman Gail Harris and In- 
fielder Ossie Virgil to the 
Tigers for infielder Jim Fini- 
gan. 

It was the only definite deal 
acknowledged in the weekend 
winter meetings of the major 
leagues. 

Manager Bill Rigney of the 
Giants, who had said he was in 
the market for “an experienced 
outfielder” who could take 
some of the fielding burden off 
Willie Mays, said Finigan “‘def- 
initely will stay with us.” That 
removed Finigan, a_ third 
baseman-second baseman, from 
any part in a subsequent Giant 
deal for an outfielder. 

While the deal did not in- 
clude really big names, it did 
upset scuttlebutt that the 
Giants 
outfielder and nothing more. 


The Tigers, in turn, appar- | 


ently were unable to get to- 
gether on a deal with the 
Washington Senators—a club

The plan had provided that 
any city of 2,000,000 or more 
population was open to two 
teams, apparently fulfilling the 
“compromise” plan originally 
offered by Chuck Comiskey of 
the Chicago White Sox which 
would have the American 
League swap New York for ac- 
cess to Los Angeles. 

The National League action 
overrode Walter O'Malley, 
president of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, who said he would 
welcome an American League 
club in Los Angeles. 

The plan also met opposition 
in the American League, where 
Detroit took exception to the 
provision that a National 
League club could move into 
Tiger territory with no more 
authority than the approval of 
the National League. 

Detroit owners were adamant 
in their demands that an in- 
vading club should offer some 
compensation for the $5,400,- 
000 they spent in buying the 
club a year ago. 

Dodgers Had Angle, Too. 


The rebuffed plan had pro- | 


vided that any American | 
League club wishing to settle | 
in Los Angeles in the next five | 
years pay the Dodgers 40 per |

City Editor 


THE CITY EDITOR is a man with no feelings, no 
friends. His staff of reporters is never as good as. he 
would like, seldom as bad as he fears. .A good one seldom 
thinks. He worries. He worries about the city; he worries 


bis about politics, church, 
‘ »  « corruption, the opposi- 
tion press, drinking, 


ulcers, deadlines and, 
somewhere at the bottom 
of the list, his family. 

There must be an old 
city editor. I've never 
seen one, but then, I 
don’t know all of them. 
The ones I knew: Frank 
Carson, Edward Mahar, 
Harvey Deuell, Harry 
Reutlinger, George 
Clarke, Harry Nichols, 
Paul Schoenstein, George 
McDonald, Warden Wool- 
ard, Gene Farrell were 
all pretty young and were 
burdened with hearts and 
consciences—the liabili- 
ties of the craft. Worse 
yet, they had friends, 

The city editor makes 
me think of the driver of the 20-mule Borax team. He 
cracks the whip over his reporters because they are his 
eyes and his ears and, through them, he sees the city. His 
rewrite men are on the far side of his desk and, through 
their typewriters, they give him what he wants when he 
wants it. They write tailor-made stories. 


JIM BISHOP 


HE SITS BEHIND a double-desk. His assistant, who 
will probably inherit his job, sits opposite. Between them 
are several telephones and no schoolgirl can keep them 
as busy as the men on the city desk. The.city editor and 
his assistant have direct wires to police headquarters, to 
the courthouse, to the prosecutor's office, the Mayor's 
office, sometimes to the hospital. 


The city editor knows approximately what 
time the big trial of today will recess, who the 
witnesses are expected to be and, quite often, what 
they will testify. He knows who is on the skids 
at police headquarters and who, at this time, can 
do no wrong. He knows things about the Mayor's 
private life that Mrs. Mayor doesn’t knew and, 
usually, he knows which men on his staff are pay- 
ing alimony and how far behind they are. 


He knows the policies and the politics of his publisher 
and, although the city editor may not subscribe to them, 
he will defend them, in print, to the death. He under- 
stands the weaknesses of his own men and he, above all 
others, knows that it isn’t always booze or women. 


Sometimes it is a grave offense, like a subtle shift in 
loyalties. Sooner or later, the reporter in police head- 
quarters finds himself working more for the cops than for 
his paper. Sooner or later, the old time city hall reporter 
begins to defend the Mayor against the inquisitive ques- 
tions of the city editor. 


From the moment a story breaks, until it is locked into 
a page form, the city editor is on top of it. When a third 
alarm comes in, for example, it is only one of many stories 
on which he is working, but he will usually, at this moment, 
do these things: 


(1) Detail a good man to cover it, (2) ask the picture 
editor to assign a photographer; (3) tell the makeup man 
to leave some space up front for the fire; (4) pick up the 
phone and tell his editor that there is a big fire going, 
that three alarms have come in, and that the fire is still 
out of Control; (5) call ‘an artist to his desk and ask 
to draw a street map showing the site of the fire; (6) call 
the reporter at the nearest hospital and tell him to be alert 
for victims and injured firemen; (7) send the early wire 
service copy to the rewrite man who will rap the story out; 

order the rewrite man to phone the Fire Marshal's office 
to find out if this one is incendiary; (8) ask the morgue for 
clippings on recent big fires. 


While he is doing this, the phones are ringing. 
The court reporter is waiting to ask the city editor 
how much material he wants on today's trial; an- 
other who has been working for a week on a pos- 
sible political scandal wants to know if he can take 
tomorrow off; the publisher's sister wants to ask 
him why he cannot assign a reporter to a ladies 
luncheon for the suppression of horror comics; & 
racket lawyer wants to give him an exclusive on & 
scandalous divorcee; a columnist wants to announce 
that his copy will be late; another reporter wants 
to talk about a utilities hearing; a crackpot wants 
to give a flash to the city editor and nobody else 
but the city editor; a stringer at the airport wants 
to know if he would be interested in an interview 
with Miss Bubbles LaVere. 


NO MATTER HOW GOOD he is, the city editor never 
stops worrying. His moment of truth comes each day when 
a boy comes in with the opposition newspapers, Always 
the city ‘editor pretends to be casua) about it. He con- 
tinues to shout his orders as his eyes search page one for 
& good story which he hasn't got. : 

When he doesn’t see it, he begins to breathe. He 
turns to page two of the opposition, then page three. The 
weight lifts from his chest. “Get my wife,” he says to the 
assistant. “Tell her I'll be home for dinner. ....”

Sid Caesar’s Return 


NEW YORK, Jan, 27 (UP). 
SID CAESAR made his ABC-TV debut last night in 
@ half-hour format that seemed all too brief. I would say 
the evening was largely a triumph for Imogene Coca who 
‘was reunited with Caesar after a separation of four years 
and two other Caesar TV wives. 


There is something rather Chaplinesque about Miss 
Coca—the sad eyes, the dainty movements, the wispy air. 
It may sound precious but I thought her finest caper was 
a feyish five-second introduction to a commereial during 


which she mimicked a girl applying the sponsor's lotion. 


Miss Coca’s spoof of Patrice Munsel revealed another 
side of her comis genius — her talent for the broad 
gesture. Caesar was less successful during the same routine 
when he tried to rake over Frank Sinatra. 


The only annoying aspect of the evening was the audi- 
-ence. It almost sounded as if a Caesar fan club had been 
planted in the seats with everyone breaking up each time 
Caesar exhaled. The show was funny, but not that funny.

THE ROAD TRAVELED by 
an American clergyman in an 
alien land takes him far be- 
yond his pulpit and far beyond 
his original task of preaching 
the Gospel.

Now back in the United 
States for a breather, they ex- 
pect to spend another 
year tour of duty in the Orient, 
preaching and teaching, and 
also trying to explain Ameri- 
ca’s foreign policy, if need be, 
or atomic experiments or Lit- 
tle Rock or a Girard case. 

“We arrived just before the 
Bikini tests and we encount- 
ered considerable resentment, 
especially among the younger 
intellectuals,” the Rev. Mr.

“I was teaching a class in 
American history when the 
Little Rock story broke. And 
there I was, representing a 
Christian church and a coun- 
try where this sort of thing 
could happen.

from embracing Christianity. 

“Especially in the _ rural 
areas,” he said, “it is hard for 
young people to become Chris- 
tians.

ble and try to help them un- 
derstand why we have reached 
certain decisions in world pol- 
icy,” he said. 

The Rev. Mr, Bitsberger said 
that as the population of Ja- 
pan increases, the young peo- 
ple are asking, “Where can we 
we get jobs? What can we 
hope for?” 

“This problem will be espe- 
cially serious for the young in- 
tellectuals since there is de- 
veloping a surplus of young 
college graduates in the em- 
ployment market.” 


Although he expressed con- 
cern that “these young péople 
may be more inclined to lis- 
ten to the words of Moscow 
and Peiping than those of Lon- 
don and Washington,” he be- 
lieves nevertheless that “‘polit- 
ical democracy has a greater 
chance of surviving in Japan 
than in any other country of 
Asia.” 

Constantly aware of their 
responsibility as representa- 
tives of the Christian church 
and of the United States, the 
Bitsbergers have made many 
friends among the parishioners 
and have developed close per- 
sonal ties with many individ- 
uals.

Because of their growing af-

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Your Income Tax 
Explaining Rule on 


Expense Accounts

(Fifth of a Series.) 

LAST FALL THE WORD GOT OUT that the Internal 
Revenue Service was adding a new line to form 1040 for 
the reporting of job-connected travel expenses and money 
that taxpayers spent on expense accounts. 

The idea was to crack 
down on taxpayers living 
high off expense ac- 
counts, but failing to 
treat this expense money 
as income. Putting the 
new line 6(a) on the first 
page of form 1040 had 
one basic purpose: to 
bring right up to the 
front the total amount 
claimed as business ex- 
penses. That way it could 
be checked easily, with- 
out opening each indi- 


porting abnormally high 
expense accounts would 
be suspect and probably 
would be asked to justify 


his deductions. 


There has been a rule on the books since 1921 requir- 
ing that all money received on expense accounts be re- 
ported as income. Money actually spent on job-connected 
expenses, of course, could be deducted. ae 


The rule doesn’t differentiate between the grocery 
elerk who gets 30 cents trolley fare to take a box of gro- 
ceries to Mrs. Jones’s house, and the big executive who 
takes a trip around the world and chalks it off to business 
expenses. 

But if the Internal Revenue Service was going to 
crack down, it had to get a report from everyone. Thus 
the official word was that anyone who had any sort of 
expense account would have to fill in the new line. 


The news was greeted with howls of protest. 
The average taxpayer, who has been breaking 
even or maybe making a little bit on his expense 
accounts for years, just didn’t have the records 
to back up the required statements. And his em- 
ployers could foresee thousands of dollars spent 
in digging up those records for him. 


A few weeks later the Revenue Service backed down 
It acknowledged that the decision to add the new line had 
not been made public until 10 months of the tax year had 
passed, and hence had a retroactive effect. 


TAXPAYERS THIS YEAR, the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice decided, could treat those travel and reimbursed ex- 
penses, etc., for 1957 just as they had in the past. But the 
announcement carried the warning that taxpayers should 
keep adequate records during 1958 so they'll be in a posi- 
tion to make an accounting next year. 

This is what it means to you: 

If in 1956 you were given $200 in expense account 
money by your employer and you didn’t report it as income, 
you don’t have to report anything you got in 1957 on an 
expense account. That’s true whether you broke exactly 
even, or made a profit. 

However, if you reported that $200 as income (which 
you should have), and then deducted what you actually 
spent for your employer, you should follow that same pro- 
cedure this year. 


The Internal Revenue Service acknowledges 
that thousands of taxpayers haven’t—in past years 
—been reporting the comparatively small amounts 
they get for cab fares, meals bought while working 
overtime, telephone calls, stamps, etc. And, frank- 
ly, the Internal Revenue Service hasn't been too 
much concerned with that fact. 

But this much seems certain—the Internal 
Revenue Service wants to get at those taxpayers 
who have been using their expense accounts to 
cheat the government and, thus, other taxpayers. 
So. this will probably be the last time you'll have 
a choice as to whether to make a report on your 
‘expense account. 


Even though you aren't required to use line 6 (a) 
this year, it may be to your advantage to do so. 


THE ITEMS to be included on this line are: 

1. Out-of-town travel expenses. This means & trip 
away from the city where you normally work, and staying 
away at least overnight. The expenses can include the cost 
of transportation, meals and lodging, and such things as 
tips to the porter, baggage charges, cabs, hire of public 
stenographers, etc. You can't, however, include here any 
entertainment expenses or such personal expenditures as 
getting your suit pressed. 

2. Other transportation expenses. This would include 
the use of your own automobile around the city where you 
work while on business for your employer, or cab, subway 
or trolley fares while on this business. 

3. Expenses of outside salesmen. This includes all 
necessary and ordinary expenses incurred by outside sales- 
men. It applies only to full-time salesmen who solicit busi- 
ness for their employers away from their employers’ place 
of business. 

4. Any other job-connected expenses incurred by you 
for which you are reimbursed by your employer. (Unlike 
the first three categories, in this group your expenses must 
not exceed the amount you received from your employer. 
If they do exceed your reimbursement, the additional ex- 
penses will have to be entered among itemized deductions 
on page 2 of form 1040 to lower your tax.) 

Expenses in these four categories (remember the limit 
on category 4) may be deducted on line 6(a). However, any 
money your employer gave you during the year to take 
care of these expenses must be included as income on 
line 5. 


Now if your expenses outrun your reimburse- 
ment, it obviously is to your advantage to list 
them. Your expense deductions will be greater 
than your expense “income,” and by that amount 
you will reduce your adjusted gross income. And 
the adjusted gross income is the basic figure, the 
important one, in determining what you owe 
Uncle Sam in taxes. 


A COMPLETE BREAKDOWN of allowable job-con- 
nected expenses must be attached to your form if you use 
line 6(a). You can either do it on a separate sheet of paper, 
or ask the Internal Revenue Service to send you a copy 
of form 2106, which is for that specific purpose. 

The breakdown should include money spent on trans- 
portation fares, meals and lodging, local transportation, 
and automobile expenses. You should also make a further 
breakdown of the automobile expenses, showing the amount 
spent for fuel, repairs, depreciation, etc. 

The deductions outlined above are the only ones that 
can be deducted on line 6(a). The next article will tell you 
about other job-connected expenses that can be itemized 
on page 2 of the form 1040—expenses such as union dues, 
tools you must buy, ete., and other job-connected expenses 
for which you are not reimbursed. 
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How Neosho Became Al! America City 


Missouri Town's Flower Box Program, Which Helped Win Award, Started Fast, Snowballed

NEOSHO, Mo., Jan. 27. 
“THE SECRET of success,” 


“said Ted Bethea, holding up a 


forefinger to emphasize the 
point, “is not to let the women 
get their hands on it. It’s got 
to be done by the men of the 
town, or it'll never get off the. 
ground.” 

Bethea, a Neosho lawyer and 
civic leader, was talking about’ 
the flower box program which 
has made the town famous all 
over the United States (and 
even abroad) and which recent- 
ly helped win the Look Maga- 
zine award for Neosho as an 
All-America City. 

Since the fame of Neosho 
and its flower boxes began to 
spread, Bethea and his commit- 
tee have received inquiries 
from 175 cities asking how to 
get started. The inquiries come 
not only from the United 
States, but from England, Scot- 
land, South Africa, Cuba, Mex- 
ico, Hawaii, Brazil and Argen- 
tina. 

In fact, requests have been 
so numerous that the sponsors 
of the program have had to 
publish a little brochure. tell- 


ing how to start and how to 
proceed. 


“But the thing we empha- 
size,’ Bethea continued, “is to 
keep it out of the hands of the 
women and their garden clubs. 
Now this is nothi g against 
women. It’s just Human na- 
ture. You let a bunch of women 
come around to the business 
men of any community and 
start telling them how nice it 
would be if they planted flow- 


ers in front of their stores and 
offices. 


“The result is a foregone 
conclusion. The men smile and 
wink at each other d say 


yes, it would be nice, and 
that’s the end of it. 

“BUT,” he said, lifting the 
forefinger again, “let a few 
men get interested, and then 
let the grocer go to the banker 
and the banker to the clothing 
merchant, and such is the 
psychology of the male that 
the first thing you know it 
begins to catch on, and then 
it snowballs.” 


THAT'S the way it happened 
In Neosho, and even the peo- 
ple of Neosho, a pleasant little 
place in Newton county down 
in the southwest corner of the 
state, are a little surprised at 
how big the snowball has be- 
come. 


Not only has it brought the 
city fame, but also, it has 
created a spirit of civic unity 
which burns with such a bright 
flame it keeps the whole town 
warm, Bethea said. 


“We recently voted school 
bonds of a million dollars,” he 
said, getting a little warmed 
up himself. “We had never had 
a United Fund before. We al- 
ways had 13 separate drives. 
This year they joined together 
and in six days we were 33 
per cent over our quota. What 
do these things have to do 
with flower boxes? Any busi- 
ness man in town will tell you 
that it comes from three years 
of working together on a 
project which unites the town.” 


The flower box project got 
its start in Neosho back in 
1955 when an ex-New Yorker 
named Dan Longwell, who re- 
tired to Neosho,;heard that the 
New York Community Trust, 
which manages over 100 char- 
ity funds for a variety of pub- 
lic uses, was interested in find- 
ing a town to serve as a pilot 
city in a beautification pro- 
gram. Longwell suggested to 
a group of Neosho men that 
they offer their town. They did 
and were accepted. The trust 
company offered $5000 for 
prize money to get the thing 
started. 

Longwell then laid it in the 
laps of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. “To be perfectly 
frank,” said Bethea, who was 
one of the original members of 
the Chamber’s flower box com- 
mittee, “we thought it was 
cute, but kind of silly. 

“I remember one of the men 
said it was a cute little idea, 
and if Longwell wanted to 
mess around with it, we might 
as well help him. But then the 
men got to talking with each

other about it, and after a few 
days of kicking it around, and 
enlarging on it, it struck 
everybody that maybe after 
all it was one hell of an idea.” 

The contest (and the prizes) 
were announced and enthusi- 
asm spread rapidly. Merchants 
started building flower boxes 
in front of their stores, and 
the Chamber of Commerce put 
up combination flower boxes 
and signs which said, “Neosho, 
the Flower-Box City.” The 
first year there were 825 en- 
tries for: prizes. 

The local lumber companies 
started offering lumber pre- 
cut to flower box size, at cost. 
For those who couldn't drive a 
nail, the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce built and sold the 
boxes for as little as $2.50 City 
trucks hauled in good soil from 
the country and dumped it 
where people could help them- 
selvés. 


Southwestern Lime Co. of- 
fered free fertilizer and the 
Neosho Floral Co. sold window 
box plants at wholesale. The 
first year people bought 200,- 
000 of them. 

It was April when the first 
flower boxes began to appear 
and they had a curious effect 
on the town. Suddenly lawns 
were reseeded and beautified. 
Trash was cleaned up and 
houses and buildings were 
painted. 


It started as a downtown 
project, but since 1955 it has 
spread all over town, out onto 
the highway and even to 
neighboring little towns and 
villages. There is hardly. any- 
thing that will hold dirt that 
hasn't been  utilized—mason 
jars, old flower pots, old auto 
tires. 

Pet Milk Co. which has a 
large plant at Neosho, has for 
years been cutting the top 
third off barrels and giving the 
lower part to farmers to use 
as milk coolers. They offered 
the top parts of the barrels 
as flower boxes, free, and 
even offered to deliver them. 
Now there are some 500 of 
them in the residential dis- 
tricts. Painted green and 
filled with flowers and plants, 
they are a definite adornment.

The railroad stations put in 
window boxes and landscaped 
their space. The post office 
had to get permission from 
Washington. After some red 
tape, permission was granted. 
Then the post office window 
boxes won one of the prizes. 
The money was sent to General 
Services Administration. After 
some more red tape, General 
Services wrote back and said 
it had been found this was 
something entirely new in their 
experiences; they were not 
equipped to handle prize money 
in flower contests and esti- 
mates showed it would cost 
$1000 to set up special book- 
keeping for a $100 prize. They 
sent the money back with the 
suggestion it be used for fur- 
ther floral beautification of the 
post office. 


Pet Milk Co. hired a full 
time gardener, and the work- 
ers in the courthouse, in the 
center of the square, got so 
carried away they installed 
boxes in every window, 64 of 
them. Hanging flower baskets 
were attached to the lamp posts 
around the square, and even 
the used car lots surrounded 
their jalopies with beds of pe- 
tunias. 


SOME of the downtown win- 
dow boxes are the traditional 
wooden ones. Others are per- 
manent additions of brick or 
modern stone. Banks and sev- 
eral other institutions have 
handsome wrought iron boxes. 
A city worker came up with a 
combination trash and flower 
box. It has a trash opening 
on the side, the top is a metal- 
lined plant holder. The city 
placed them around the down- 
town district. Some 20 other 
cities have asked for and 
copied the idea. The Chamber 
of Commerce has had plans 
made for making the boxes, 


and will send them free on re- 
quest.

man’s job, Bethea said, and 
the men have become experts. 
Citizens who a few years ago 
didn’t know a begonia from a 
petunia now talk with author- 
ity about what plants make the 
best borders and what makes 
the best potting soil. 

This year the town decided 
to try for the Look award. 
With 150 other cities, they 
submitted their presentation. 
They were among the 22 towns 
and cities invited to Cleveland 
to present their cases in the 
contest, which is sponsored by 
Look Magazine and the Na- 
tional Municipal League. 


TED BETHEA and his wife 
were selected to go, and they 
discovered they were the 
smallest delegation, with one 
exception. A town in Alaska 
had sent one man. Some cities 
had sent delegations of 30 and 
40 people. Ted and his wife 
were not confident. 

But when it came his turn, 
Ted mounted the rostrum and 
Started showing the jury large 
color slides of downtown Neo- 
sho when the flowers were at 
their very best. Then he told 
them what a nice place Neosho 
is to live in. How the town 
has grown, how it has the low- 
est delinquency rate of any 
town its size in the Middle 
West, and about its recrea- 
tional program which keeps 
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500 youngsters busy and happy. 
That was in November. They 
went home and waited, and on 
Jan. 8, it was announced that 
Neosho was a winner. It was 
one of 11 cities picked for 
having done an outstanding 
job in solving civil or govern- 
mental problems through con- 
certed action of their citizens. 

Most of Neosho gathered in 
the town's new high school 
yesterday for a celebration and 
presentation of the award. 
John B. Gage, a Kansas City 
civic leader and a member of 
the Award Committee, and 
Austin Core, representing Look 
Magazine, were there to pre- 
sent it. Ted Bethea was named 
to receive it. 

Flowers have not only made 
Neosho a more united town, 
but a more prosperous one. 
It is situated in the resort 
country of the Ozarks but un- 
til recently it offered tourists 
little or no reason to stop in 
Neosho. Now they got out of 
their way to visit Neosho and 
during the summer you can 
count license plates from all 
over the United States. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
doesn't give prizes any more. 
It isn't necessary. The prizes 
were an incentive at first, but ~ 
local pride is all the incentive 
they need now, and pride is 
something the town now has 
in abundance.
